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The Twentieth National Council 


of Phi Delta Kappa 


HE national council of Phi Delta Kappa is a 
legislative and policy-making body which meets 
biennially to consider the needs, problems, and pro- 
gram of the fraternity as a national organization. It 
is composed of delegates from the chapters of the fra- 
ternity, the seven district representatives, and the na- 
tional officers. The agenda for the council which are a 
part of this article will give some idea of the nature of 
the deliberations pertaining to the business and ad- 
ministrative problems. The projects and publications 
which represent the interest of Phi Delta Kappa in 
education are presented briefly. It is the purpose of 
Phi Delta Kappa to translate its ideals of research, 
service, and leadership into a program of action ap- 
propriate to the needs of public education. 


CouNCIL ATTENDANCE 


Because of the difficult transportation problem pre- 
vailing during the Christmas holiday season, the na- 
tional executive committee assumed the responsibility 
of changing the dates for the Twentieth National 
Council. While travel is perhaps somewhat less diffi- 
cult now, a new problem confronts many of the dele- 
gates to the council, namely that of getting away from 
school responsibilities while school work continues. 
It is the sincere hope of the executive committee that 
each delegate may be able to make some provision for 
his absence in order that there may be full attendance 
at the council for the full period of the council. This 
is an important meeting, not only to Phi Delta Kappa 
but to the cause of American education which the fra- 
ternity serves. Every man who attends the council 
and who participates in its deliberations will return to 
his professional station better equipped to carry on 
his work and more enthusiastic about the life career 
which he has chosen. 


CALENDAR OF COUNCIL ATTENDANCE 


The following outline of activities of the council 
will be of interest to delegates and visitors: 

Monday, April 1: This is the deadline for receipt 
of the credentials blanks for delegates and alternates 
in the national office. On April 2 a mimeographed 
list of the council personnel and the alternates will be 
prepared and mailed to all chapters. 


LaSalle Hotel, Chicago, Illinois, April 15-18, 1946 
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Saturday, April 13: The national office equipment 
and supplies will be moved to council headquarters 
at the LaSalle Hotel. Office personnel will report to 
council headquarters on Sunday evening. 

Sunday, April 14: The national executive commit- 
tee and the district representatives will meet in pre- 
liminary sessions of an informal nature. The dele- 
gates will begin to arrive. 

Monday, April 15: The meetings of the district 
conferences and other business preliminary to the 
opening of the council will have the right of way. 

9:00 a.m. Registration of delegates, alternates, and 
visitors. 

9:30 a.m. First business session of the national ex- 
ecutive committee. 

12:30 p.m. Luncheon at LaSalle Hotel. District 
representatives and delegates seated together as seven 
district conferences. 

2:00 p.m. The seven district conferences meeting 
separately for discussion of council agenda, commit- 
tee preferences, the election of a district nominating 
committee for nomination of two candidates for the 
office of district representative, and the election by 
each district of one member of the seven-member 
nominating committee to nominate national officers. 

4:00 p.m. Meeting of the district representatives 
and the national officers for organization of the coun- 
cil committees. Committee personnel will be deter- 
mined, in large part, by the expressed preferences in- 
dicated by the delegates. 

6:30 p.m. Dinner hour. Plans for the council ban- 
quet may be dropped due to the prevailing high cost. 

8:00 p.m. Professional meeting with noted speaker. 
To be provided. This will be a meeting to which 
visitors are especially invided. 

9:30 p.m. Second meeting of the district represent- 
atives and national officers to complete council or- 
ganization plans. 

Tuesday, April 16: The official opening of the 
twentieth national council of Phi Delta Kappa at 9:00 
a. m. by the president, Dr. Ullin W. Leavell. The 
business of the morning, and perhaps early afternoon, 
will include the following: 

1. Roll call by chapters. Each delegate will introduce 
himself, and his alternate or alternates. 
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2. Recognition of visitors and office staff. 
3. President’s statement on the organization of the 
council and the procedures to be followed. 
4. Appointment of committees: 
a. Credentials. 
b. Audit of delegates’ expense. 
. Reports of national officers. 
. Reports of district representatives. 
. Report of Necrology Committee. 
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The order of business for the remainder of the 
council, except for scheduled addresses will be de- 
termined by the council under the leadership of the 
presiding officer, President Ullin W. Leavell. There 
will be three sessions of the council each day, with ad- 
journment probable at the close of the second session 
on Thursday afternoon. The national executive com- 
mittee has provided for professional addresses on 
topics of particular concern to the council. These are 
tentatively scheduled on the calendar of the council 
as follows: 

Tuesday evening: “Recruiting and Guidance of 
Young Men for the Profession.”” Dr. Osman R. Hull, 
National Vice President of Phi Delta Kappa. 

Wednesday at 10:30 a.m.: “UNESCO and Its Im- 
plications for Education and for Phi Delta Kappa.” 
Speaker to be secured. 

Thursday at 10:30 am.: “The Profession of 
Teaching.” Dr. Ullin W. Leavell, National President 
of Phi Delta Kappa. 

The national officers for the ensuing biennium will 
be elected in the final session of the council, if prece- 
dents of the past are followed. Immediately there- 
after, the district representatives will be elected, and 
then the state coordinators. 


CoUNCIL ORGANIZATION 


The Twentieth National Council will be organized 
into a number of council committees and subcommit- 
tees as has been the practice in previous meetings of 
the council. The committee organization adopted by 
the national executive committee is as follows:

CouNCIL AGENDA 


The agenda for the Twentieth National Council 
are presented herewith for the consideration of chap- 
ters and for the guidance of delegates and others who 
will attend the council. All agenda proposed for the 
national council through the national office are in- 
corporated. Each item of agenda has been placed 
under a committee heading approved by the national 
executive committee. Amy reader discovering the 
omission of any important agenda should report the 
omissions to the national office at once in order that a 
supplementary list of agenda may be presented to the 
chapters. 

I—CREDENTIALS 

1. Certify eligibility of chapters. 

2. Certify eligibility of chapter delegates. 

3. Certify eligibility of chapter alternates as alter- 
nates. 

This committee will be appointed in the first ses- 
sion of the council and it will make its report after 
the roll call in the second session. 


II—Aupir OF DELEGATES’ EXPENSE 


1. Audit the expense claims of the delegates. 
2. Certify the expense allowance for each delegate. 
This committe will be appointed in the first ses- 
sion of the council and it should make its report not 
later than the first session of the second day of the 
council. 
III—TIME AND PLACE 


1. Recommend for adoption the dates for the meet- 
ing of the Twenty-First National Council. 

2. Recommend for adoption the city where the 
meeting of the Twenty-First National Council will be 
held. 

3. Resolution from District 2: Resolved, That this 
District Conference go on record as favoring the hold- 
ing of the 1948 National Council meeting in one of 
the cities of this District. (Note: This proposal is 
made on the assumption that by 1948 neither distance 
nor accommodations will be factors to be overcome. 
It is expected that airplane travel will be convenient 
and reasonable and housing facilities will be available. 
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With the large and active field and campus chapters 
in this District united in their desire to play hosts to 
the Council members, the members of the District 
Conference have adopted unanimously the above 
resolution. ) 


IV—PLANNING AND POLICIES 


It is proposed: 

1. Biennially the National Council should suggest 
a general theme for use as an operational framework 
within which each chapter may set up its own program 
of activities. The national council may suggest spe- 
cific topics and activities for chapters, although the 
local chapter will be free to initiate any program that 
it desires. 

2. Problems of intercultural education should be 
recognized and made a part of Phi Delta Kappa’s 
constructive program to implement the study of world 
problems. 

3. Phi Delta Kappa should lend all of its power to 
a better international understanding in the light of 
recent scientific developments, the atomic power in 
particular. 

4. Article VIII, Section 1, Subsection A, of the 
Constitution, which reads, “Campus chapters may be 
organized and established at any institution in the 
United States of America or in Canada that maintains 
a school, college or department of education,” be 
changed to read, “Campus chapters may be organized 
and established at any institution in the United States 
of America, or any other country that maintains a 
school, college, or department of education.” 

5. Our name should be changed to “Phi Delta 
Kappa, International” and the constitution revised to 
implement an international organization. 

6. As a first step toward internationalism the fra- 
ternity should explore the feasibility of establishing 
campus chapters, field chapters, or Phi Delta Kappa 
Clubs in Canada. 

7. A national field officer should be appointed to 
assist local chapters in planning programs, getting 
speakers, and promoting activities to disseminate in- 
formation on educational problems. 

8. The national officers should be commended for 
appointing an editor for the Pot DELTA KaPPAN, and 
that action should be considered a matter of policy. 

9. That a permanent national committee on research 
be appointed. 

10. That a national committee on research set up 
projects on a national basis. That it consider a chap- 
ter’s ability (personal. and financial), project, com- 
munity, and prepare guiding principles in setting up 
a research problem for local chapters. 

11. A national research project or projects should 
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be established, in the light of the purposes of Phi 
Delta Kappa. 

12. That Phi Delta Kappa emphasize the necessity 
of making an aggressive attack on the national prob- 
lems of education. 

13. That the national council offer suggestions as 
to how our fraternity can be made to generate more 
force in American education, give Phi Delta Kappa 
a voice in national and international affairs. 

14. That Phi Delta Kappa definitely support the 
passage of legislation for federal equalization of pub- 
lic education. 

15. That Phi Delta Kappa support the proposition 
that the general education, technical education and 
physical fitness of youth continue to be the responsi- 
bility of the public schools, articulated with a program 
conducted by the armed forces during such vacation 
periods as will not interfere with the regular school 
program. 

16. In the light of the widespread agitation for 
compulsory military training and the need for preserv- 
ing world peace, that the national council study these 
problems and indicated public education's responsi- 
bilities concerning them. 

17. That Phi Delta Kappa promote such legisla- 
tion as will give security and professional status to 
the teacher, and support all organizations promoting 
legislation that will achieve these ends. 

18. That on local, district and national levels, Phi 
Delta Kappa seek to influence legislation for the bet- 
terment of education. 

19. That the national council spend less time on 
constitutional revision and more time on program, 
constructive, developmental and other national mat- 
ters. 
20. More visits from the national officers should be 
encouraged. 

21. Authorize continuation of membership in: 

a. American Council on Education 

b. Professional Interfraternity Conference 

c. Section Q of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science 

d. American Association of School Adminis- 
trators 

e. Educational Press Association 

f. Continuation of the annual exhibit at the Feb- 

ruary meeting of the A. A. S. A. 

22. That the council make a study of the present 
location of the national office and its housing in terms 
of cost, accessibility, postal service, and all factors 
which may have a bearing upon its efficiency in secur- 
ing and maintaining an adequate office staff and in 
carrying on the business of the fraternity. A special 
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committee to bring in a report to the council has been 
appointed by the national executive committee. The 
committee personnel is as follows: Frederick G. Neel, 
National Historian, as chairman, Don Rogers of Chi- 
cago, and E. O. May of Chicago. 


V—BIENNIAL BUDGET 


1. Prepare and present to the council a budget or 
budgets as determined, for adoption. The budget 
should be on a biennial basis with provisional allo- 
cation for each year in the period. 

2. Provide for the expenses of all projects author- 
ized by the council. 

3. Provide for the expenses of all committees au- 
thorized by the council. 


VI—BuSINESS PROCEDURES 


1. That the status of members returning from the 
armed services be clarified. Demits have been issued 
to some members in the services; others are entitled 
to the automatic demit if in good standing on the date 
of entering the armed services; others who were in 
arrears when they entered the services may qualify 
for the demit by payment of arrearages as of the date 
of entrance into military life (many have done so) ; 
and others in the services paid dues while in the serv- 
ices. A member reinstating upon return to civilian 
life is required to pay only current year dues if he 
was demitted or can show good standing as of the date 
he entered the armed services. He is not required to 
reinstate until the end of the fiscal year in which he 
receives his discharge. Should the member who paid 
dues while in the services be given extended credit on 
his record in lieu of payments already recorded for 
previous years? 

2. That all chapters interest themselves in encourag- 
ing returning veteran members in regaining and main- 
taining good standing. 

3. That a statement be secured by chapters from 
the member returning to civilian life covering date 
of entrance, discharge, and rank in the services. 

4. That national dues be reduced. 

5. That the national office notify chapters when 
members from one chapter area move into that of 
another chapter. 

6. That the national office obtain from chapters 
information regarding policies and practices in estab- 
lishing, maintaining, and handling loan funds and 
scholarship funds; and furnish the summarized in- 
formation to all chapters. 

7. That any chapter contemplating the establish- 
ment of a loan fund obtain from the National Office 
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such information as it may have which will serve to 
aid the chapter in making its plans. 

8. That a new paragraph be added to Article IX, 
Section 4, Subsection D, of the Constitution to read 
as follows: ““Any member who is retired and who is at 
least sixty-five years of age, who is in good standing, 
and who has been a member in good standing for at 
least fifteen (or twenty-five) years or since being 
initiated, shall, upon his application, be made an 
emeritus member and be given an appropriate emeri- 
tus membership card.” 

9. The National Executive Secretary be instructed 
to prepare and furnish to each chapter annually a form 
for requisition of supplies and publications distributed 
from the national office. 

10. That records and report forms required for 
use by chapter officers, and especially the treasurer, be 
simplified, and processes speeded up. 

11. That the national council suggest to all campus 
and field chapters a term of years of service rather than 
a one-year term in electing a secretary and/or treas- 
urer. That chapters be urged to elect men whose 
tenures will be relatively permanent to these offices, 
and that within the discretion of the chapter, some 
remuneration be given to the chapter secretary. 

12. That the fraternity adopt an energetic, syste- 
matic and sustained policy of working toward diminu- 
tion and eventual elimination of the list of nominal 
members. The thought is that this can best be ac- 

complished by the respective chapters in which these 
members once held active membership. However, the 
aid of the national office is sought. As means to this 
end, the following are suggested: 

a. Making meetings more vital and attractive. 

b. Organization of new clubs and field chapters 
in isolated districts. 

c. Contacts with nominal members through 
members who know them personally. 

d. Publication of an up-to-date directory. 

e. Removals from lists, where advisable, to 
emeritus rating. 

f. Expansion and improvement of the magazine. 

13. That the national office issue a brief, but in- 
clusive loose-leaf “chapter officers guide,” to be pre- 
sented with other pertinent materials, to all incoming 
officers upon taking office. 

That included in the guide, there shall be furnished 
annually, if desirable and feasible, a section on pro- 
gram suggestions and summaries of chapter practices 
and procedures of assistance in determining and elect- 
ing chapter officers. (This section may be of particular 
help to field chapters with memberships drawn from 
a number of campus chapters.) 
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VII—PROJECTS AND PUBLICATIONS 
1. Publications 


1. That the resumption of publication of the PHI 
DELTA KAPPAN is approved, and the action of the 
National Executive Committee in appointing an Editor 
is approved. 

2. That the Kappan be further 
strengthened as a professional journal, expanded, and 
improved in form and content. 

3. That the Put DELTA KaPPAN carry approved 
advertising to increase its income and make possible 
its enlargement and self-support. 

4, That chapter members submit material to be con- 
sidered for inclusion in the PHt DELTA KAPPAN. 

5. That a page in the PHt DELTA KAPPAN each 


month be devoted to “Good Practices We Have 


Found,” giving tips on successful practices used in 
various chapters. 

6. That the Pot DELTA KAPPAN publish construc- 
tive help and suggestions regarding sound public re- 
lations. 

7. That the Pot DELTA KaPPAN should devote con- 
siderable space to the publication of otherwise un- 
available research reports in keeping with one of the 
purposes of the fraternity. 

8. That special issues on special topics should be 
encouraged, e.g., “Improving the Status of Teachers” ; 
“Intercultural Education as a Phi Delta Kappa Proj- 
ect,” etc. 

9. That chapters and districts be asked to be re- 
sponsible for a particular special issue—or they might 
suggest topics for the issue. 

10. That the “Educational Abstracts” idea be in- 
corporated into the PHt DELTA KAPPAN. 

11. That the Pot DELTA Kappan be nationally of 
interest to educators. 

12. That the report of the committee that studied 
“What should be the policy of the Put DELTA Kap- 
PAN?” several years ago be used in re-orienting the 
present policy. 

13. That topics for each forthcoming year be sent 
out to chapters so that members might be invited to 
send contributions on topics. 

14. Issues of the PHt DELTA KaPPaN should be 
worthwhile, even if it is necessary to have fewer 
issues. 

15. The Put DELTA KAPPAN should provide some 
services which it does not provide at present, e.g., 
compile the results of research. 

16. That Phi Delta Kappa should publish a new 
Directory of its members, and make it available for 
purchase to all members in good standing, and to 
libraries. 


17. That the war records of members of Phi Delta 
Kappa be listed in the proposed Directory. 

18. That consideration be given the publication of 
a Phi Delta Kappa songbook. 

That in the event of favorable action, Brother 
Ragene A. Farris of Alpha Chi Campus Chapter be 
asked to serve on a committee to give the matter study 
and to plan such a book because of his interest, train- 
ing and experience. 

19. That a program manua: or yearbook be pre- 
pared for use of campus and field chapter program 
chairmen. Such an annual manual, prepared by a na- 
tional committee, could concentrate the efforts of all 
chapters on important state and national problems of 
education. All chapters should be requested to file 
copies of their yearly programs with this committee 
so these experiences could be utilized in the prepara- 
tion of subsequent manuals. 


2. Projects 


1. That Phi Delta Kappa urge adoption in all 
schools of America of projects designed to develop 
specifically student leadership as the main objective 
of the projects. 

This recommendation is proposed in recognition of 
increasing complexity of conditions of society and the 
urgent need for developing intelligent, public- 
spirited leadership and guidance of democratic 
peoples. 

2. That the national office obtain from the various 
chapters and members suggestions and other informa- 
tion which it will then formulate, print and distribute 
in a series of (a) concrete suggestions for combating 
juvenile delinquency. 

3. That the national council consider ways and 
means of facilitating the exchange of students be- 
tween the United States and other countries for the 
purpose of promoting better international relation- 
ships. 

i That the national council seek to have every 
chapter effect greater world-mindedness by consider- 
ing and publicizing ways and means of promoting 
greater emphasis on inter-group understanding—local, 
national, and international, on all levels of education. 

5. That Intercultural Education be made a project 
of Phi Delta Kappa, in research and leadership. 

6. That the national council appoint a committee 
to re-examine and de-define the aims of Phi Delta 
Kappa in the light of the increased responsibilities 
thrown upon educators by the social implications of 
the release of atomic energy. 

7. That the national council set up a permanent 
commission to carry on continuous study of problems 
relating to international understanding. This com- 


mission is to be charged with the responsibility of 

recognizing critical national and international issues 
and of making recommendations to all chapters for 
action on those issues. 

8. That Phi Delta Kappa establish a one-year 
gtaduate fellowship for use by a foreign student in 
the United States. 

9. That Phi Delta Kappa encourage various kinds 
of campaigns to stimulate interest in public education. 

10. That Phi Delta Kappa use the radio as means of 
publicizing educational problems, on chapter, state, 
and national levels. 

11. That Phi Delta Kappa create an annual award 
of $1,000.00, for the best piece of research in educa- 
tion, to be judged by its Research Council. 

12. That an Annual Phi Delta Kappa Award of 
$1,000.00 be made for the most outstanding contribu- 
tion to education by a Phi Delta Kappan, creating an 
Awards Committee to set up conditions. 

13. That the national council encourage campus 
chapters to institute research, and that it give careful 
study to the possibility of giving financial aid to such 
fellowships. 

14. That Phi Delta Kappa instigate and continue 
to carry on a campaign to secure the support of educa- 
tion by national and local lay organizations. 

15. That Phi Delta Kappa members encourage 
school people to keep in closer contact with and exert 
a greater influence on issues and problems affecting 
the welfare of the community. 

16. That Phi Delta Kappa do research on the pro- 
duction and distribution of films on educational prac- 
tices, designed to be used as public relations ma- 
terials. When the research is completed, the research 
committee should take the initiative in the produc- 
tion of such films, but not act as a distributing agency. 

17. That Phi Delta Kappa produce a film depicting 
the life of a teacher, such film to be of high technical 
quality. To insure the desired technical quality, it is 
possible that the film should be put out by a com- 
mercial production company for public release. 

18. Phi Delta Kappa should increase emphasis on 
a program of guidance to encourage well-qualified 
young men and women to select education as a life 
career, and the national council should provide funds 
to implement further the guidance program. 

19. As part of its guidance program, Phi Delta 
Kappa should produce and publish an exhaustive book 
on “Professional Opportunities in Education,” or 
“The Profession of Teaching,’’ for use by high school 
and college students to aid them in making intelli- 
gent choices of fields within the profession. 

20.. The national council should appoint a commit- 
tee to investigate ‘Means for the Enlistment of More 
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Men in the Feld of Education.” The national council 
should actively support all existing programs for in- 
creasing the financial rewards to classroom teachers as 
a means of encouraging more men to enter and remain 
in the teaching profession. 

21. As part of its guidance program, Phi Delta 
Kappa should prepare one or more sound films to 
stimulate greater interest in the profession. 

22. Phi Delta Kappa should provide for a program 
of active recruitment of highly qualified young people 
for the teaching profession: 


a. By using such media as (1) publications, (2) 
guidance and counselling which stresses the social 
service opportunities of teaching, (3) films, (4) 
scholarships, (5) loan funds. 

b. By encouraging greater financial aid through 
constructive suggestions to meet the competition of 
higher remuneration in other professions and in 
the field of business. 


23. That consideration be given to the preparation 
of a bulletin for veterans on worth-while motives for 
teaching and rewards in the same, such bulletins to 
be printed for wide distribution at centers where ap- 
plications are made for college and university training 
under the “GI Bills.” 

24. That Phi Delta Kappa provide wherever pos- 
sible for personal consultation on problems raised by 
veterans entering teaching, and assume leadership 
to aid ex-service men to return to the profession. 


VIII—STANDARDS AND ETHICS 


It is proposed: 

1. That Article IX, Section 3, Subsection A, second 
sentence, of the Constitution be deleted and the fol- 
lowing sentence substituted therefor: “A three-fourths 
majority of the members in good standing, present and 
voting, shall be considered sufficient for election.” 

2. That campus chapters be urged to initiate young 
men early in their programs of professional training, 
especially during their junior and senior years, in 
order to provide for longer and more vital identifica- 
tion with the fraternity before severance of campus re- 
lationships. 

3. That when service keys are awarded, a suitable 
ceremony be held by the chapter responsible for initiat- 
ing the award, except in cases where circumstances 
would interfere with such presentation to the person. 
Further, that where circumstances preclude the use 
of such a ceremony in presentation, the chapter sec- 
retary send an appropriate letter with the key. 

4, That campus chapters should be responsible for 
the initiation of properly qualified candidates for the 
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field chapters on request of the officers of the field 
chapter. 

5. That field chapters be enabled to initiate new 
men into Phi Delta Kappa, provided that the qualifi- 
cations for such elections be properly safeguarded 
and the standards now in force for membership be 
maintained. 

6. Recommended that no change be made in the 
present constitutional provisions for admission into 
the fraternity. 

7. Further consideration be given to the problem 
of initiating graduate students who are no longer 
connected with the universities. 

8. That Question 8 on blank for non-resident mem- 
bers be eliminated. 

9. That the national council study the present 
ritual, and suggest changes. 

10. That expansion of the current ritual booklet 
include, in addition to the present, ceremonies for 
optional use, in awarding the service key and in the 
installation of officers. 

11. That a committee be appointed to review and 
re-edit the ritual, in order to bring it down to date 
in its educational philosophy and to better meet chap- 
ter needs in the initiation of large classes and small 
ones. 


TX—CHAPTER ACTIVITIES 


It is proposed: 

1. That campus chapters study their financial needs 
and services they are now rendering to their non- 
resident members and consider the advisability of re- 
duction or elimination of campus chapter dues to 
these members. 

2. That news letters and other publications be ex- 
changed and the use of exchanged materials from one 
chapter be given proper recognition in the other 
chapter's news letters. 

3. That a special committee be appointed to make 
a complete and thorough study of campus-field chap- 
ter relationships and that a report by this committee 
be made to the national council at its next meeting. 
The report should cover such items as: 


a. Standardization of policies of taking in mem- 
bers from the field with reference to initiations. 

b. Plan for speeding up the clearance of candi- 
dates recommended by field chapters for initiation. 

c. A careful study of council minutes to clarify 
arguments and conditions under which field chap- 
ters were given equal representation with campus 
chapters in the national council. 

d. A study of membership figures for campus 
and field chapters. 
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That no action be taken on changing campus-field 
chapter relationships until such a study has been made. 

4. That field chapters encourage their members to 
continue active affiliation with their campus chapters 
by payment of annual dues through the field chapter. 

Further that campus chapters seek to make the 
affiliation of the members worth while through vital 
news letters, other chapter publications and communi- 
cations, including requests for personal news items, 
reports of the chapter’s programs and activities, cere- 
monies for the award of service keys. 

5. That as members of a chapter move into the area 
of a second chapter, such information be furnished 
the second chapter. 

Further, that placement secretaries of colleges and 
universities be helped to provide this information and 
that the national executive secretary promptly inform 
the chapter or chapters in the area to which the member 
has moved. 

6. That a regular feature of chapter meetings be 
a report on, or announcement of, the activities of the 
fraternity in general and of closely cooperating chap- 
ters. 

7. That systematic use be made of exchange pro- 
grams, joint meetings, joint initiations, regular inter- 
visitations by means of assigned delegates, inter- 
chapter projects, among chapters in the same area, 
for the purposes of providing opportunities for wider 
acquaintanceship among members, and to serve as a 
bond of union among individual members and among 
chapters. 

8. That appropriate chapter and interchapter proj- 
ects be undertaken under the auspices of the fraternity, 
its national and state officers. 


X—DISTRICT AND STATE ORGANIZATION 


It is proposed: 

1. That each district of Phi Delta Kappa decide 
what use, if any, be made of the radio as one method 
of securing adequate local support for education. 

2. That all chapters in a district be furnished an- 
nually with a list of editors of chapter news letters in 
order to facilitate the exchange of news letters and 
other published materials. 

3. That the national and district officers serve to 
collect systematically and disseminate information re- 
garding worth-while chapter experiences and activities. 

4. That visits by national and district officers and 
coordinators and their communications to chapters be 
utilized as further means of making the fraternity an 
effective and growing organization. 

5. That a survey be conducted to determine the 
areas not having campus chapters, field chapters, or 
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Phi Delta Kappa Clubs, and steps taken leading to the 
establishment of such local organizations as will serve 
adequately the fraternity members in these areas. 

6. That a central agency, clearing house, or part- 
time secretary aid the district representative in each 
district, in keeping all chapters in it informed of cur- 
rent general problems receiving consideration or be- 
ing suggested by any chapter, and in otherwise facili- 
tating the work of the district representative with the 
chapters. 

Further, that the chapters keep the district repre- 
sentative informed regarding their problems, needs, 
and reactions thereto. 

7. That Phi Delta Kappa, through its state co- 
ordinators and district representatives, attempt to 
stimulate the thinking and activities of local chapters 
on matters of national and international concern to 
the end that the fraternity may exert its influence on 
such matters. 


XI—COOPERATION WITH OTHER PROFESSIONAL 
ORGANIZATIONS 

It is proposed: 

1. That all chapters of Phi Delta Kappa make every 
effort to have the N. E. A. film, ‘Assignment Tomor- 
row,” presented before community groups in their 
own areas. 

2. That Phi Delta Kappa attempt to work with 
similar organizations in this and other countries for 
the purpose of bringing together on common ground 
all those concerned about the place of education in 
world affairs. 

3. That the National Council seek to associate Phi 
Delta Kappa with appropriate committees of the 
UNESCO for the purpose of offering our support 
to the activities of those committees and for publiciz- 
ing the activities of such committee. 

4. That Phi Delta Kappa support all organizations 
promoting legislation that will achieve the ends of 
giving security and professional status to the teacher. 

5. That Phi Delta Kappa help to unify the existing 
teachers organizations. 

6. That we commend the National Education As- 
sociation for issuing monographs on public education 
and urge the continuation of this policy. 

Recommended further that Phi Delta Kappa help 
in the distribution of these monographs and organize 
speakers’ bureaus and sponsor programs on a local 
basis to disseminate the information contained in the 
monographs. 

7. That Phi Delta Kappa cooperate in recruiting 
teaching personnel by encouraging high school seniors 
and college students of exceptional promise to enter 


the teaching profession, and cooperating with other 
organizations such as the National Education Associ- 
ation in its promotion of chapters of Future Teachers 
of America. In this effort, Phi Delta Kappans should 
be urged to help sponsor such chapters locally. 

8. That we adopt a slogan, such as “Recruitment— 
A Public Responsibility,” as an aid to recruitment of 
teachers, and assist in-the organization of State 
Teacher-Recruitment Commissions composed of rep- 
resentatives of Parent-Teacher Associations, Chambers 
of Commerce, Taxpayers Associations, and similar or- 
ganized groups interested in public affairs, such as a 
commission to collect the facts, to present the urgency 
of the situation, and to suggest constructive remedies. 

9. That Phi Delta Kappa support the Educational 
Policies Commission in its efforts to secure federal aid 
for public education. 

10. That Phi Delta Kappa endorse the principles 
of teacher education as set forth by the Commission 
on Teacher Education of the American Council on 
Education, and we urge that these principles be 
brought into common use in both theory and practice. 
11. Consider relationships with: 

a. American Council on Education 

b. National Education Association 

c. Educational Policies Commission 

d. Section Q of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 

e. The Professional Interfraternity Conference. 

f. Other fraternities in education. 

g. The United Nations Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization. 

h. State Education Associations. 

i. School Board Associations. 


j. The Educational Press Association. 


XII—CONSTITUTION AND By-Laws 


1. It is proposed that the next bulletin published 
corresponding to the 1942 issue entitled, Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws of Phi Delta Kappa, include a more 
detailed and specific table of contents so as to facilitate 
and improve its use as a ready reference. 

2. Clarification and definition as needed. 

3. Revision of the constitution and by-laws in 
conformity with council legislation.

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“A Life Membership, Please” 


To the desk of the Executive Secretary came 
recently a letter concerning renewal of active mem- 
bership in Phi Delta Kappa from a member who 
had lapsed from good standing during the de- 
pression, “when dollars were scarce.” 

He desired to return to good standing because, 
as he said, “To be frank, I believe membership 
will be of considerable prestige to me in my pres- 
ent work.”” In due form he was given a statement 
of the procedure and cost for reinstatement, and 
advice of the campus and field chapters nearest his 
present location, He is getting his money's worth, 
by his own account. 

The same day there came to the desk of the Ex- 
ecutive Secretary the request for blank of appli- 
cation for life membership in Phi Delta Kappa 
from another man, He desired to know also 
whether life membership fees might be deducted 
. from taxable income as professional expense? 

By advice of the district office of the Collector 
of Internal Revenue we were able to report that 
either annual membership fees or life membership 
fees for Phi Delta Kappa may be listed as profes- 
sional expense for deduction from taxable income 
for men in the field of education. Contributions 
to Phi Delta Kappa projects beyond dues may be 
listed as contributions to a non-profit edutational 
corporation, 

More interesting to me, however, than this fi- 
nancial aspect of the inquiry, was the matter of the 
man from whom the request for information con- 
cerning the life membership came, William S. 
Gray. In the February Journal of the National 
Education Association, Thad seen him referred to 
by the editor as a “Noted Reading Authority of the 
University of Chicago.” Here was a man who had 
all the prestige he could use, a world-wide figure; 
what did he have to gain by membership in Phi 
Delta Kappa? 

Soon the opportunity came to ask him. I at- 
tended that night a meeting of the Zeta Chapter, 
where he was in action. with the committee ex- 
amining twenty-three candidates in initiation cere- 
monies. After it was over I asked him, for you, 

“Why do you, at the height of your professional 
career, take out a life membership in Phi Delta 
Kappa? Why do you, on this night of stormy 


weather, leave a comfortable home and profitable 
occupation to participate, to give two hours of hard 
labor to Phi Delta Kappa?” 

He answered, ‘Because I find membership in = 
Phi Delta Kappa to be one of the most significant 
professional affiliations a man ¢an make, It is 
especially significant to the young man starting out. 

“T found it so in my own experience as a young 
man. The young man who joins Phi Delta Kappa, 
shares its fellowship and ideals, is stimulated to 
growth and development. It proved itself so to 
me, and since that is my judgment after watching 
it through these years. 

“As one grows older, one of course finds other 
affiliations and friends who constitute similar 
stimulation; but for the young man in the pro- 
fession, I have not seen Phi Delta Kappa surpassed. 

“Now, at my time of life, as a matter of profes= 
sional interest, I desire to pass on to others 
good thing which was given to me: As for coming 
out here tonight, I enjoy very much these per 
sonal contacts with the young men in the profes 
sion. I enjoy this opportunity to watch them im 
their growth and development. 

“Now for the life membership! As long as I 
live I want to be in active relationship to a group 
of men with purposes vital as those of Phi Delta 
Kappa. I hope to live to retinement—as every: 
body hopes to do!—and it is not as far off as it has 
been. It will be more convenient to me now to 
cement this active relationship and take care of the 
financial side, than it will be to do that when re- 
tirement brings reduced income, I should like 
always to have a part in the organization which 
does so much for the growth and development of 
men in education.” 

That evening, on the way home, as I passed the 
national office, I thought, “Phi Delta Kappa is the 
gift of one’s self, made by men who care about 
other men and about the children who come in 
hope to teachers. Phi Delta Kappa is strong be- 
cause of the numbers of good men who give of 
themselves, beyond the call of duty, to the profes 
sion of education.”

“Lest We Forget” 


“We need to remind ourselves from time to time that 
Phi Deita Kappa is a professional educational frater- 
nity—national in scope.

“Since we are a professional fraternity, we must tfe- 
member that it is the welfare of the profession that is to 
be promoted, and not merely the welfare of our own 
group.’’—Officers of Beta Chapter, Jj.
